This communication is responsive to the Notice of Allowance dated February 1 1, 2005 
concerning the above-referenced patent application. 



The Examiner stated the following: 

The primary reasons for the allowance of claim 21 is the inclusion 
therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitations of 
providing first spacers to first and second gates and selectively 
providing a second spacer to the first gate, wherein both the first 
and second spacers include nitride. These limitations were found 
in claim 21 and are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. 
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While the Applicants agree that the allowed claims recite a combination of subject matter 
that is patentable over the cited references, the Applicants do not necessarily agree with or 
acquiesce in the statement of reasons for allowance given by the Examiner.
